PETROGRAD, June 12.—The great- 
est battle of the war on the eastern 
front, a general engagement all along the 
600 mile line from the Gulf of Riga to 
the Roumanian frontier, is in progress.. 

With the complete rout of the Aus- 
trian armies in the south and the swift 
Russian advance, which again is threat- 
ening to overrun Galicia and Bukowina, 
the Germans have begun a general 
counter offensive on their northern half 
of the long line in an endeavor to draw 
off the Russians in their great drive 
against the Austro-Hungarians. 

Further successes for the Russian ar- 
mies which are sweeping back the Aus- 
trians south of the Pripet marshes, were 
announced by the war office today. 
Chief of these was the crossing cf the 
Dniester river and fighting in the sub- 
urbs of Czernowitz, eapital of Buko- 
wina. 


RUMOR FALL OF CZERNOWITZ. 

Rumors of the actual occupation of 
this important Austrian city have been 
received, and official confirmation is ex- 
pected momentarily. 

At ‘the same time the statement reports 
the repulse of strong German attacks in 
the north all along the 250 mile line from 
the Gulf of Riga to the Pripet marshes. 

Thus, military observers point out, the 
campaign resolves itself into a double 
turning movement with Pinsk, the strong- 
ly fortified German position in the Pripet 
marshes, the pivot. South of Pinsk the 
Russians are smashing the Austrians 
back and threatening to envelop the 
southern flank of the German line. North 
of Pinek the Germans are endeavoring 
desperately to launch a counter offensive 
to offeet the rout of their allies in the 
south. 

RAISE CAPTIVES TO 115,000. 

Russian military experts are of the 
opinion that the German attempt to re- 
lieve the Austrians by a counter offen- 
sive has came too late. They point out 
that already the Russians have captured 
115,000 prisoners, nearly one-fifth of the 
estimated total Austrian forces engaged 
at the outset of the drive. a week ago,

Calis Capsule Tale a ‘‘Lie”’

Josephine Davis, who was expected to 
be the star witness for the state in the 
Orpet murder trial at Waukegan, proved 
yesterday when she took the stand to be 
the star witness for the defense. 

The girl's testimony that, it was be- 
lieved, would mean prison or the gallows 
for Will Orpet, it is now thought may go 
far toward winning his freedom. 

Josephine Davis' change of front was a 
bolt from the blue to the state’s lawyers. 


They believed she would testify Marion 
Lambert was happy and sunshiny up to 
her heath, a.d that Orpet had sent her 
not only a brown bottle of medicine buta 
white capsule. Instead she mede them 
gasp with astonishment by der ying every- 
thing essential she had sworn to before 
the grand jury. She insisted Marion was 
unhappy for several weeks previous to 
her death, indicating a mood for suicide, 
She admitted her previousstatement that 
the capsule had come from Orpet was 
only her confusion, prompted by spite. 


Looks Harmless as Lamb. 

Miss Davis, with her pink cheeks and 
blue eyes, looked as harmless as a lamb 
as ashe settled herself into the witness 
chair and smoothed a wrinkle out of her 
neat blue serge suit. She wept quietly 
into a lace handkerchief at mention of 
her dead friend's name, while a crowded 
courtroom lapsed into hushed sympathy. 
The tears were hardly dry on her cheeks 
when she exploded the sensation that 
rocked the prosecution to its foundation 
stones.

A colleague of mine, who had been in 
Wilna months before me had then made 
the acquaintance of the son of the B.’s 
Jandiord. Upon my coileague’s return 
the son came up to the corridor along 
which our party was quartered and 
ysited from room to room. 

As my friend was leaving his room in 
company with the lanaiord’s son hé spied | 
me in the corridor and, to get rid of him, 
as c thovwsent later, he introduced him to 
ne, and we stood and chatted in the cor- 
Héor. 


Came Home to Visit Parents. 

The landiord’s son was suave and as- 
sured me how heart-searching was his 
delight at meeting an American, any man 
of which nation, he said, he regarded as 
a fellow countryman. He told me how 
he had arrived in Wilna -just before the 
war to pay a visit to his people, how 
wpen the war came it was not easy to 


leave, and how furthermore he had felt | 


that it was his duty to stay by his father 
and help run the hotel.

“The shops don’t look as ff the town 
were starving,”’ 1 suggested.

I've seen apples and oranges and lemons 
piled up in the windows—more lemons, 
I'm sure, than you could find in an equal 
number of shops in Berlin. Fruit is rather 
scarce there,”

STORY OF LAST ACTIVITIES, 


John Valentine Steger came to his death 
seddentaliy through an attack of heart 
disease, according to the verdict reached 
at Steger yesterday by a coroner’s jury 
under Coroner Wunderlich of Will coun- 
ty. Myr. Steger’s body was found Sunday 
eeiing in a reservoir at his piano fac- 
tery, which is in Cook county, but Coroe- 

* ner Peter Hoffman allowed Coroner Wun- 
detlich to conduct the inquest. 
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“Tribune” Clear, 


By his will, which, according to his 


Steger disposes of an estate valued at 
approximately $5,000,000. Practically the 
entire estate, it is believed, is invested 
in the piano business, the plant at Ste- 
ger, and the surrounding real estate. 

The will, it is believed, makes provi- 
sion for a hospital. a library, and a pen- 
sion fund for the Steger employés and 
also for an eight acre public park in 
Steger. A meeting of relatives and offi- 
dals of the piano company was held in 
the morning, when it was decided to con- 

’ tinue the policies begun by Mr. Stecer. 

Mr. Bteger’s body will lie in state to- 
morrow in Steger hall from 10 o'clock in 
the morning until 1 in the afternoon. 
Private funeral services will be held at 
2¢clock. The body then will be buried 

_ at Evergreen cemetery. Later a mau- 
soleum is to be erected in accordance 
with provisions of the will. 


Testimony at Inquest. 

According to the testimony of wit- 
nesses at the inquest, the body was found 
floating head out of water in one cornet of 
the pool. Thomas E. Northen, a son-in- 
law, at whose home the older man was 
visiting, told the jurors that he and his 
little son found the body early in the eve- 
ning after they had set out in search of. 
the missing man. ‘ 
_Mr. Steger, the son-in-law said, had 
left the house with some scraps to feed 
the goldfish in the reservoir, which had 
; been built in a sort of courtyard for use in 
case of fire. George Steger testified that 
| he found the scraps, a pencil, a partly 
: smoked cigar, and his father's glasses 

on the concrete rim of the reservoir. . 

Before the inquest began, Coroner 
Wunderlich held a conference with the 
relatives, the witnesses, and the mem- 
bers of the jury. Chris G. Steger, always 
called “C. G.” by his father, then was 
summoned as the first witness. He said 
his father had stomach trouble, which 
had affected his heart, but asserted that 
ho one thought the ailment serious.

Henry B. Rance, a Steger butcher and 
Srocer, who was called to the reservoir 
by the son-in-law, said he noticed “‘ some- 
thing on the cement rim that looked Wie 
the slip of a shoe.”

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COUNCIL RAISES | 
JUDGES’ SALARY 


Votes: Boost of 50 Per Cent 
to Bench, but Only 6 Per 
Cent to Street Labor. 


In spite of violent opposition on the part 
of the minority, the city council last night 
voted to increase the salary of municipal 
judges from $6,000 to $9,000 a year and 
that of the chief justice from $10,000 to 
$12,000. The increases only become ef- 
fective for judges hereafter elected, but 
ultimately the salary boost will cost the 
city $92,000 a year. 

The salary advance for the judges came 
on top of the unanimous passage of an 
ordinance increasing the wages of city 
street laborers from $2.25 and $2.35 to 
$2.40 and $2.50 a day. The total cost of 
this boost will be $44,000 annually, and 
Chairman Richert of the finance commit- 
tee announced it would be difficult to 
find the money to meet the pay roll. 


.  * Seized as Argument. 

The radicals in the council seized this 
as an argument for withholding the in- 
crease for the judges. 

“It seems to me there {fs something 
rotten here,”’ declared Ald. John C. Ken- 
nedy, speaking for this element. “If 
we have to cut into our funds for street 
cleaning to pay laborers struggling for 
an existence 15 cents more a day, a 6 
per cent increase, how can we afford to 
boost the pay of the Judges 50 per cent?” 

The advocates of the ordinance, led by 
Ald.iH1. D. Capitain, argued that it would 
attract a better class of men to seek the 
office of municipal judge. They said the | 
work is as important as that of Circuit 
and Superior court judges, who now re- | 
ceive $12,000 a year, The fact that the 
Chicago Bar association had investigated 
the matter and recommended the ordi- 
nance also was cited. 


Merriam for Nonpartisans. . 
- Ald. C. EB. Metriam asserted in reply 
that he did not believe increasing the 
salary would improve the quality of 
judges unless the time of election is 
changed from that of the regular fall 
election and unless party indications are 
eliminated from the ballot. ; 

He introduced two orders directing the
